By virtue of the fact that the ama- 
teur may be a professional in an- 
other business in which the profes- 
sional is an amateur, it may be pos- 
sible for the amateur to assist in 
improving the profession in which 
the amateur is not proficient by ap- 
plying what he knows concerning 
the profession in which he is pro- 
ficient. 


One clay two friends met at my 


house. 
These two resembled each 


other no more than a hottentot re- 
sembles a college professor. 
One 


possessed the rolling gait of a sailor; 
the other was bow-legged. Meta- 
phorically speaking, here was salt 
•water and sage brush. How was I 
to entertain these two utterly dif- 
ferent men? A manila rope solved 
the problem. The sailor made won- 
derful splices and tied wonderful 
knots. The cowpuncher spun a beau- 
tiful loop, and then caught the sailor 
~by both feet as ho went rolling by. 
""Say boy," said the sailor as he 


dusted his clothes with his cap, "you 
mustn't do that no more. 
You'll 


loosen all my timbers, bringin' me 
into the wind like that." 


"All 
mavericks feedin' on my 


range has got to submit to my brand- 
in' iron," answered the cowpuncher. 


Thus the morning passed. 
That 


afternoon the cowpuncher, sitting 
in the shade of an oak, smoked many 
cigarettes and practiced tying the 
Bailor's knots; while the sailor, chew- 
ing Copenhagen snuff mixed with 
black tobacco, cursed and perspired 
as he swung a rope above his head 
and futilely pursued my chickens 
and dogs. Now both these men were 
proficient—both of them knew how 
to use a rope; yet neither could do 
•what the other did. And each one 
profited by the others knowledge. 


Some day, while sailing in the 


China sea, that sailor will throw a 
loop to the end of a spar, and he will 
say, "All mavericks sailin' in my 
•waters has got to pay port charges 
to me." As he pulls the rope taunt 
lie will add, ""What's a maverick, I 
wonder?" Some day, while wander- 
ing over his desert range, the cow- 
puncher will make use of the sailor's 
knots, and he will say, '' This ought-a 
keen niv timbers from ^e^in' l^noo 


when 
1 wonder what the devil 


that sailor meant by 'comin' into the 
wind'?" 


So it is with all professions and 


all trades. 
As a cowpuncher may 


learn from a sailor, so may a doctor 
learn from a tailor. It may even 
be that a forest ranger may learn 
something advantageous from an or- 
ange grower, not because the orange 
grower is any "great shakes" (he 
isn 't) but simply because he may 
possess knowledge, common enough 
among orange growers, but unknown 
to the ranger. 


Now I, an orange grower, am go- 


ing to make certain statements con- 
cerning the tools used in fighting 
the mountain fires that lay waste the 
watersheds and the national forests 
of Southern California. What I say 
I wish to be taken as suggestion, 
not as criticism. My limited exper- 
ience in lighting mountain fires leads 
me to believe that the three major 
tools used in this business are brush- 
hooks, axes and shovels. Brush-hooks 
I shall dismiss as worthless impedi- 
ments. Axes and shovels jire indis- 
pensable, though they are often of 
the wrong kind. A big timber ax 
is awkward when rutting brush; and 
a square-faced shovel Is of no use 
in soil where rock, and vegetation 
are abundant. 
Nor can an ax be 


sharpened with a file. 


During the San Gabriel fire in the 


summer of 1924 I assisted in the con- 
struction of a fire-break from the bot- 
tom of Bear Creek to the crags of 
Twin Peaks. For almost its entire 
distance 
this 
fire-break 
passed 


through brush and small shrubs with 
here and there a scrub oak or a 
manzanita bush. This fire-break was 
built almost entirely with a heavy 
ax and shovel. The only possible 
way to cut this .brush was to attack 
the base of each small bush. This 
meant chopping into the dirt, and our 
axes soon became dull. We tried to 
sharpen them with files, but in this 
wo were unsuccessful. Because we 
were forced to use big, dull axes on 
flimsy, flexible brush, the work be- 
came more arduous than it needed to 
be, and our progress was not so 
great as it should have been. 


One wise man had brought with 


him a home-made brush knife. This 
man, I noticed, cut more brush -with 


his homemade tool than two or three 
of us could cut with our dull and 
heavy axes. Thus I learned that for 
work such as this a properly con- 
structed brush knife ia superior to 
an ax. When an ax is used for this 
kind of work, it should be a small 
one. 
Then it may be swung with 


both hands as an ax or with one 
hand as a hntehet. Given properly 
constructed brush knives and small 
sharp axes, we could have made that 
Bear Creek fire break in half the 
time we were forced to spend upon 
it. 
* 


I have a supreme respect for an ax 


—when in the hands of a lumber- 
jack. An ax is an excellent tool— 
for cutting timber. But out of fifty 
men "shanghaied" for fighting fire, 
how many lumber-jacks will 
be 


found? Not more than one or two. 
And of all the material these men 
are forced to cut, how much of it 
will be timber? Here and there a 
scrub oak or a 
manzanita 
bush. 


Very well. 
Now provide these 48 


ordinary laborers with, properly con- 
structed brush knives, or small axes, 
or big, *'two 
handed" 
pruning 


shears, or the little hump-backed 
pruning saws that rip as you pull 
them toward you. Show these men 
where you want your fire-break cut, 
and tell them not to waste 
their 


time on the "big stuff." 
Then let 


the two lumber-jacks follow in the 
rear. 
With a: well directed blow 


here and there, they will lay the big 
stuff low. 


And lastly, to take the place of 


files, I would make an emery wheel 
that could be nailed to a stump of a 
branch, This emery wheel would be 
a wicked thing, high-geared and long- 
handled, I would detail pne man to 
sharpen tools, and another to .turn 
the crank. An emery wheel may be 
'' hard on tools'' but it does its work 
in a hurry; and time is often more 
precious than implements. 


Another argument in 
favor of 


small axes, brush-knives, pruning 
saws, or shears, is this: any one of 
these tools may be strapped to the 
belt, permitting the .fire-fighter to 
possess a cutting implement and at 
the same time to carry a shovel. I 
have seen many crews being out- 
fitted for work. Each man picks up 
either a shovel of an ax, never both. 
And each man, later in the day, dis- 
covers that he has 
an ax when he 


needs a shovel, or a shovel when he 
needs an ax. 


For example—a workman is '' 
mop- 


ping up" along the edge pf a fire. 
With his shovel he is scraping away 
all leaves and sticks thus robbing the 
fire of its fuel. Above his head a 
dead 
branch extends 
and 
then 


droops almost into the hot ashes. 
Obviously this branch must be re- 
moved. 
Cut the workman has no

So he puts his hand to his 


mouth and yells at tho top of his 
voice for some one to bring an ax. 
Suppose some one does bring an ax. 
The chances are that the ax will be 
big, and heavy, and dull. 
This is 


no job for a big, dull ax. The lit- 
tle humped-backed saw would be an 
ideal tool for this work. A hatchet, 
a brush-knife, almost anything would 
ng \ 
the task 
be more in keeping with 
than a timber ax. 


I realize, of course, that when a 


fire reaches the magnitude of the San 
Gabriel fire of 1924, any ordinary 
equipment will be 
exhausted. 
In 


desperation the rangers call upon the 
government agents for more tools 
and yet more tools. In desperation 
tho government agents go forth to 
procure these tools. . Being desperate 
they seize upon anything and every- 
thing, even accepting files and square 
faced shovels. In this no one is to 
be criticised or condemned." .Nor is it 
possible to foretell just where a fire 
will break out. Nor is it possible, in 
our immense mountain area, to have 
sufficient 
number of perfect tools 


available at all points. 
But I do 


believe it possible to greatly improve 
upon many of the tools that are 
ordinarily used in fire fighting or, in 
other words, I believe that there are 
a great many tools now in use in 
other trades that are better adapted 
to a fire fighter's needs than some of 
the tools he now uses. I believe that 
every properly equipped fire fighter 
should have a pointed shovel in his 
hand, and a well balanced 
brush 


knife, and a little, hurnpedbacked 
pruningssaw hanging in his belt. I 
believe that all fighting members of 
the Angeles Forest Protective asso- 
ciation should be thus equipped, par- 
ticularly 
the 
so-called 
"shock 
troops,'' 


No doubt many of these tools, if 


adopted as fire fighting parapherna- 
lia, would pass through a period of 
transition. They might change their 
original shape and size. This is to 
bo expected; it is even to be hoped 
for as this would mean perfection. 


Perfection is what we all endeavor 


to attain. That is why my friend the 
cowpuncher practiced tying the sail- 
or's knots. That is why my friend 
the sailor swung a rope above his 
head and gave chase to my chickens 
and dogs. And, for the same reason, 
I should like to have certain tools 
considered by our foresters, by mem- 
bers of the Angeles Forest Protective 
association, and by all fire fighters 
that enter the hills. And these tools 
are the brush' knife, the two-handed 
pruning shear, the small ax, and the 
little humpbacked saw.

The Ultimate West—Where Next? 


From the dawn of history until the present time the 


trend of the dominant races or peoples has been westward. 
Now that it has reached the ultimate west and the Occident 
faces the orient, the question is before'us, what next? Shall 
we go forward or double backward or go northward or 
southward—into the cold of the Arctic or penetrate the 
tropics ami southern temperate zones with a progressive 
modern civilization? 


It is not altogether speculation to look back over the 


pages of history and seek to forecast the future. Indeed, 
if the record of the progress and development of the na- 
tions, their rise to greatness and the- fall of most of them, 
means anything to us today, it is a great object lesson, 
and should be to us an incentive to follow their leadership 
where their greatness was achieved by true progress. But 
we must avoid their mistakes—when, as history records— 
they became great for a time by conquering other nations 
and ruling by militay force, only to be conquered by other 
nations. Thus no great nation of the ..past has been per- 
manently dominant, although many have existed for thou- 
sands of years—as for instance, Egypt. 
The fall of this 


ancient nation and later the Christian nations in North 
Africa is a chapter in history that is well worth our 
.thought. 
It is assumed that the birth of the race centered about 


the Tigris and Euphrates valley, in Persia and Armenia. 
While the tendency of its immigration westward into Eu- 
rope concerns us most directly, yet it also spread to the east, 
the north and south. The tide of people seeking land and 
building cities westward went in two streams, one going 
along the shores of the Mediterranean into Turkey, Greece, 
Italy, France and Spain, and the northern group through 
the Balkan states in Austria, Russia, Poland, Germany, 
Denmark, etc. From this immigration^ largely caused by 
the differences of environment and climate, have grown 
distinctive peoples, the Latins, the Slavs, the Teutons, and 
that mixture represented by the British—the Anglo-Saxons, 
as wellas others. With the dense* population of Europe 
came the quest for uew lands tor conquer,, and America Be- 
came settled with hardy pioneers and adventurers: Be- 
ginning with but a small civilized portion on the eastern 
coast, thje development has been rapid, and the entire con- 
tinent has now been covered with great cities from east to 
west, and from the isthmus of Panama to the Arctic ocean. 
It is probably not a wild prediction to say that the strip of 
land bordering the Pacific coast west of the mountains will 
in fifty years see as dense/a population as that of the east- 
ern Atlantic states. The desert and mountain states across 
the Eockies will probably never be so highly developed or 
support so great a population for obvious reasons, but with 
the development and conservation of water much of the 
present waste places will "blossom as the rose"—as already 
indicated by the progress achieved in. the recent past. 


But our teeming millions will not be satisfied with the 


opportunities for success in the sure-to-be crowded popu- 
lation of the Pacific slope and thousands of adventurous 
spirits will seek new lands where they may achieve success 
wjth less competition. To the north in British Columbia 
and Alaska there is already a hardy and growing, popula- 
tion drawn by its great forests, its fertile lands, its fish, and 
its gold and other metals.

But south of the United States is another great empire 


of opportunity—Mexico, Central America and the great 
continent of South America. Populated largely by _the 
Latin and native races and with a formal Catholic religion, 
these countries have not developed the virile civilization 
of the United States and of other Protestant countries. 
The wonderful Amazon with its great forests of timber, its 
rubber, its fertile acres, reaches out for development. The 
mountains of Peru and Ecuador with their wealth of min- 
erals, just being developed, will find many seekers after 
their treasures. The great plains of Argentine now teem- 
ing with cattle, will eventually become like our own mid- 
' die west, one vast grain field. Deciduous and c-itrus fruit 
will flourish in many favored localities, and tropical fruits 
will be grown in the central belt of the great southern con- 
tinent, 
.i-i... 
These brief linos only indicate the great possibilities 


that are still before the onward march of the army of man- 
kind Confronted by the great Pacific ocean, damned up, 
so to speak, the crowding multitudes will overflow to the 
south and north as well as to the isles of the sea, and create 
'a wonderful world-wide civilization, such as we even yet 
but faintly dream of.—La Verne Leader.

Through. the legion 'a national re- 


habilitation committee and the na- 
tional child welfare committee the 
legion has, with what funds it had, 
did what it could to assist in taking 
cure of the disabled and the orphans 
as outlined in the two previous ar- 
ticles. It has reached a stage when 
the work must be put on a perma- 
nent financial footing or the bene- 
ficiaries of it will suffer. 


"When this became known to Di- 


rector Frank T. Hines of the veter- 
ans ' bureau, he declared the legion's 
work was indispensable, and if the 
.legion could not maintain it, he 
would ask the president to finance 
it with public funds. 
The legion 


could not consent to that, and there- 
fore planned the endowment fund. 


The same organization within the 


legion will handle the $225,000 or 
over income from the $5,000,000 as 
had charge of the legion's activity 
along these lines, namely, the rehab- 
ilitation committee, the child welfare 
committee, and the 11,000 posts and 
6400 auxiliaries. 


The above national' legion service, 


with volunteer experts on its com- 
mittees, guides,* improves and often 
directs government service into the 
most useful and practical channels. 
It has improved curative practice in 
and out of hospitals, secured improv- 
ed types of hospitals, spurred on gov- 
ernment service to the objective of 
cure if it was possible, and supple- 
mented where other service stopped. 
This has been possible because the 
national service is assisted by the 
posts and auxiliaries, the individual 
members of which are scrattered out 
so that someone of the vast member- 
ship will come in contact with every 
deserving case that requires aid, 
either government or legion. 


The scope of this organizstion 


thus reaches- every part 
of 
the 


United States and will continue to 
function as it has in the past so that 
the money will be spent wisely and 
well on behalf of the disabled and 
also through the children's welfare 
committee in the following manner: 


The legion purpose is first to main- 


tain the natural home of the child 
where one exists. 
The ho_me with 


the mother, if living, or with blood 
relations. 
Where no natural home 


is possible, the legion seeks an adopt- 
ed home, preferably in the home of 
a veteran. 
Jb'or the many children 


who need some immediate and tem- 
porary care while a home is being 
restored or adoption arranged a 
series of regional children's billets 
is being established, cottage type 
homes where a small family group 
lives with a house mother, and at- 
tends nearby schools. Of tho prob- 
able five billets needed, one was 
opened in 1924, another opened in 
April, 1925, and land has been do- 
nated for two others, with a build- 
ing fund given for one of them. The^ 
endowment fund will not be used to" 
buy land or build houses, as these 
have been and will bet donated. The 
endowment income will be used for 
billet maintenance so far as needed 
and for maintaining the national 
service needed to contact children 
and foster parents and to coordinate 
local lejgion work for child welfare.
